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Plans being set for upcoming Kirtland's Warbler Festival 


Crawford County ‘farmer’ 
is one of featured men

One of Michigan's foremost artists, 
a Crawford County photographer, 
scores of new events and activities, 
and a huge raffle are just a few of the 
highlights of this year's Kirtland’s 
Warbler Festival, set for Saturday and 
Sunday, May 17 and 18. 

The Kirtland’s warbler, a smal! and 
endangered bird, is the namesake of 
the place where the festival will be 
held, Kirtland Community College 
(KCC). Tentative plans for the festi- 
val were announced ata 10. a.m. news 
conference Monday, Jan. 13, at the 
college's Continuing Education Cen- 
ter, 

The festival was designed to cele- 
brate the gradual return of the 
Kirtland’s warbler and its home in the 
Jack Pine and AuSable River ecosys- 
tem. 


“The aim of the festival is at helping 
folks become more award of our pre- 
cious woodland resources and the im- 
portance of preserving the wildlife 
habitat of our area,” said Linda Bar- 
nes, KCC consultant and chairperson 
of the 1997 festival. 

One man who has shown the impor- 
tance of the wildlife habitat is Jeremy 
Jones, with his 160-acre farm in 
Crawford County. Jones’ farm has 
been set up as a wetland area in which 
a lot of wildlife come to. 

Jones, the 1997 Warbler Festival's 
featured photographer, has photo- 
graphed more than 140 different spe- 
cies of birds which have came to his 
wetlands. 

The management goals of the 
Crawford County farm have been 
constant; to enhance the area through 
the development of uplands and wet- 
lands for the benefit of nature. Through

his photography of the wildlife on his 
farm, Jones is now recognized as one 
of the finest bird photographers in 
Michigan. 

In addition to Jones, the festival's 
featured artist is Gijsbert van Frank-

City of Grayling’s case set for 
trial on Jan. 21 in district court 


Railway near Michigan 
Avenue in question

The court date has been set for a 
case involving a railway company and 
the City of Grayling. 

The plaintiff, Lake State Railway 
Company, and the defendant, the City 
of Grayling, will have their case heard 
in 83rd District Court in the Crawford 
County Courthouse on Jan. 21 at 1:30 
p.m. 

The case will be heard by District 
Judge Francis Walsh. The case was 
originally adjourned from Nov, 19 by 
the court. 


The new date of the trial was made 
public at the Monday, Jan. 13, Gray- 
ling City Council meeting. The item 
was brought up during the communi- 
cations and petitions segment of the 
council agenda. 

The case involves the charging of 
funds for railway signal maintenance. 
The item in question is the railway 
near the county courthouse on Michi- 
gan Avenue. 

According to City Manager Jerry 
Morford, the question is where Michi- 
gan Avenue ends. City officials con- 
tend that the city road ends prior to the 


railway crossing, with the courthouse 
parking lot on the other side of the 
railway. 

The question is whether Michigan 
Avenue crosses the railway, Morford 
said.

Over the New Year holiday a De- 


partment of Natural Resources (DNR) - 


snowmobile patrol was set up to inter- 
cept snowmobile operators who were 
acting in an unsafe manner. 


However, due to the warm weather ? 
the patrol only checked 250-300 FF 


machines, reported Mike Mol, aDNR 
representative. 

During the seven hour checking 
period 12 arrests were made. Accord- 
ing to Mol, majority of the arrests 


were made after snowmobile opera- | 


tors were driving too fast for condi- 
tions. Others were arrested for road- 
way and railroad violations. Three 
were nabbed because they had no 
registration. 

This is the second year for the DNR 
patrol. Last year's patrol was in 
Houghton Lake, which netted numer- 
ous Operating Under the Influence of 
Liquor violations. 

. Twice as many machines were 
checked at the same time Jast year. 

"Ifthe snow conditions persist, we'll 
have a couple more patrols later on in 


the season," Mol said.

There is no admission fee to see 
these featured persons, or for any of 
the activities of this year's festival. 
However, as a fund-raising scheme, 
the festival planning committee has 
Jaunched a raffle which promises the 
winner a six-day, five-night trip for 
two to the Bahamas, the winter home 
of the Kirtland’s warbler, 

While many of the activities will 
help people learn about wildlife and 
the environment, said Barnes, people 
also will have the opportunity to par- 
ticipale in a number of fun activities. 
Some of the activities include: take a 
tour to see the Kirtland’s warbler; learn 
to fly-fish; attend a band concert; take 
an all-day, in-the- water workshop on 


- canoeing and kayaking; enter a photo 


contest; visit a crafts show; and learn 
from nature experts about a number of 
species in the wildlife. 

There are several activities planned 
for youngsters including: special 
school appearances by Olson and other 
wildlife experts; nature tours at North

Maze and a kid’s fishing pond. There 
are plans for area scout groups to camp 
in the woods surrounding the campus 
and to earn merit badges and awards 
during the festival.

Camp Grayling unit 
says goodbye 
Deployment of area soldiers 
could last 153-270 days

Family, friends and Camp Grayling 
members and officials were on hand 
Saturday, Jan. 1!, for an emotional 
“send off’ gathering for the 24 Na- 
tional Guard soldiers who were sched- 
uled for deployment to Europe on a 
peace-keeping mission. 

The gathering was held at the Camp 
Grayling Armory for approximately 
an hour before the 23 men and one 
woman boarded the bus to begin their 
long deployment to Europe for the 
Mission. 

The members of the 1439th Engi- 
neer Detachment (Firefighting), sta- 
tioned at Camp Grayling, were origi- 
nally mobilized for federal duty on 
Dec. 31. The soldiers are scheduled 
for 153-day long mission. 

After boarding the bus Saturday, 
the trip began by traveling tothe Phelps 
Collins Air National Guard Base in 
Alpena. The unit then boarded a C-17 
plane for the overseas trip to Ger- 
many. The unit was scheduled to be 
deployed from Germany to (wo areas 
near Tazar, Hungary. 

The unit soldiers, who range in age 
from 18 to 58, were sent over to as part 
of a rotation troops. The Camp Gray- 
ling soldiers took the place of a differ- 
ent unit which was sent back home to 
the United States. 

The unit's mission, as trained fire- 
fighters, is to support NATO 
peacekeeping operations in Europe. 
The peacekeeping operation centers 
around the incident involving Bosnia. 

Half of the unit members will be 
providing crash and safety coverage 
for planes in Hungary, said Lt. Col. 
Jerold Foehl, Camp Grayling’s pubtic 
affairs officer. The other half of the 
unit is scheduled to provide the same 
type of firefighting safety for vehicles 
and residences. 

These soldiers have been trained 
and certified individually and as a 
unit. Foehl said, They are trained to 
provide such rescue techniques as 
opening jammed doors, removing

victims and being able to shut down a 
running engine following a crash. 

Led by First Lieutenant Raymond 
Orr, commander of the Detachment, 
and Staff Sergeant Paul Smith, the 
unit First Sergeant, they will be de- 
ployed for 153 days, possibly extend- 
ing to 270 days, under authority of a 
Presidential call-up.

Most of the members in the unit had 
been through the send off and a de- 
ployment before, as units 1439 and 
1440 were sent to Saudia Arabia dur- 
ing Operation Desert Storm. How- 
ever, Foehl said that each year there 
are some new members in each unit 
with turnover, so some soldiers were 
experiencing the situation for the first 
time. 

“You won't be forgotten by us,” 
said Col. Gary J. McConnell, Camp 
Grayling commander during the send- 
off ceremony. “Good luck. God speed. 
We will al] be thinking of you.” 

Chaplain Kendall recited a prayer 
for the families and for the safe return 
of the soldiers, 


After a few hugs and goodbyes with 
family members, the National Guard 
soldiers were issued their weapon and 
acare package before heading on their 
mission at 6:15 p.m, Saturday. 

The care packages, containing items 
from deodorant to gum, were put to- 
gether by the Grayling VFW Auxil- 
iary 3726 and Roscommon VFW 
Auxiliary 4159.

A group of area officials met Tues- 
day, Jan. 7 to discuss possible future 
transitions of ownership of properties 
from state to county/township/city 
governments. 

These levels of government in 
Crawford County are interested in the 
process of using portions of state land 
for recreational purposes. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners had approved a mo- 
tion at their meeting Jan. 7 instructing 
Chairman Bruce Bretzke to meet with 
Department of Environmental Qual- 
ity officials. 

The meeting was held after the 
county board meeting on Jan. 7 at 3 
p.m. at Grayling Township Hall. In

The meeting 
was set up by Rep. Allen Lowe (R- 
Grayling). 

Some of the properties discussed at 
the meeting were Keystone, Burton, 
White Pine, Canoe Camp and the 
Rayburn property. The Rayburn prop- 
erty involves aroad including 100 feet 
on either side of the center line that 
crossed the former Rayburn property 
from North Down River Road to M-72 
East. 

At the county board meeting, com- 
missioners also made it known that the 
board supports county/township/city 
endeavors for use of state land for ree- 
reational purposes. 

The purpose of the meeting was lo 
determine the process of getting prop- 
erties turned over lo area government 
agencies from the state. The meeting 
did not allow for any properties to be 
turned over. 

According to Bretzke, the initial 
outcome of the meeting was that the 
slate official pointed out that the state 
can not give up riverfront property. 
unless given the okay through legisla- 
tion. Most of the properties discussed 
were along the riverfront, 

The concept of turning property over 
to local government will be looked 
into further, working with Lowe 
through possible legislation.

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Safe ice fishing is not 
as hard as it seems

When beginning to ice fish, treat all 
ice as unsafe until the ice is checked 
for thickness. 

When traveling onice, the ice should 
be at least three-inches thick for foot 
traffic, six-inches thick for off-road 
Vehicles or snowmobile traffic and at 
least 12 inches thick for vehicle traf- 
le. 

Yo test the ice, use a chisel and chip 
atthe ice while traveling to the fishing 
destination, 

However, getting on to the ice can 
be treacherous because shallow water 
long the shoreline rarely freezes. 
Shallow water in the middle of a lake, 
as well ax spring-fed lakes have a 
lendency to have thinner ice ‘The 
More snow thatis on top of a lake the 
thinner the we wall be. 

When water freezes te spands. ‘Phat

100 feet of rope. Fishermen should 
also dress warmly because hypother- 
mia and frostbite can occur even when 
a shanty is being used. 

When fishing, the flotation device 
should be worn or attached to the 
body. 

Spikes should be kept in pockets or 
around the fisherman's neck when fish- 
Ing. 

"When fishermen fall in the water 
their clothes become wet and very 
heavy,” Sendek said. “With the weight 
dragging them down itis often hard to 
grab onto the ice and pull themselves 
lo safety.” 

With a spike in cach hand the fish- 
ermen can dig the spikes into the ice 
and pull themselves out of the water. 

The rope can be used to pull others 
to safety if they fall in the water. 

To dig the hole for ice fishing, use 
an auger orachisel. Holes should be 
no more than ssx or seven inches in di- 
ameter, 

Most ice fishermen use a shanty 
when fishing. With a shanty, fisher- 
man can fish atany time regardless of 
the temperature 

Some even use a space heater to 
keep the shanty even warmer. Sendek 
warns thatwhen using a heater carbon 
monoxide powsoning is a threat, 

“Open fhe door regularly to make 
sure the shanty is vented properly.” 
Sendek said 

Sendek stated that the heater is not 
slrony enough to melt the ice inside 
the shanty 

Shanties can be Jelton the lake all 
night until March 15 when they must 
be removed.

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LAKE SUPERIOR Siate College s 
year-end gimmick to ban certain words 
and phrases from today's language 
always gets lots of attention. 

Most candidates for oblivion make 
perfect sense — phrases such as “get a 
life” or “networking” or “have a nice 
day.” 

Two phrases suggested for lexicon 
exile this year, however, should stick 
around — phone tag, and Joe Sixpack. 

Phone tag, for example, is 
completely descriptive of a common 
activity. It’s easily understood, useful 
in conveying specific ideas, and 
difficult to misinterpret. 

Joe Sixpack, while not as specific. 
conjures a fairly clear picture of a blue 
collar, hard working, honest but 
unsophisticated style of living. When 
Joe Sixpack enters a conversation or a 
story, the hearer/reader inevitably 
draws to mind the sort of person 
intended, as representative of asection 
of society. 

Both phone tag and Joe Sixpack are 
inventive phrases, relatively new in 
usage, and meet the primary purpose 
of language, whichis communication. 

When you hear them, you 
understand what they mean. 

That's not so with “get a life,” for

OPEN SEARCHES — Recent 
changes in Michigan's open meetings 
law now permita great deal of secrecy 
for public university governing boards 
in selecting presidents. 

One chief argument by the pro- 
secrecy set is that complete openness 
results in less than the best candidates 
applying, because many potential 
candidates don’t want to make known 
an interest in another job. 

That means, of course, that most 
presidents of Michigan public univer- 
sities right now are less than the best 
available for their jobs, because they 
were selected under the open process, 
and wouldn’t have been chosen had 
secret candidates been available. 

That may or may not be true, but it’s 
strange to hear sitting university 
presidents and their backers spouting 
the argument. 

Many open meeting advocates are 
sympathetic to the problems of 
university boards in the selection 
process, and acknowledge that some 
top prospects may shy away from an 
Open process. 

But many alsorecognize the biggest 
problem with changing the open

Flu season brings worries 


Question: Our family has just 
suffered through a bout of the flu. 
Could you please comment on family 
flu etiquette. as well as a few 
suggestions on how to disinfect out 
house so extended family and friends 
may enter without fear of expasure to 
residual flu germs. 

Signed: Germ Bearing Family Head 

Answer: Your question js a timely 
one since the flu and cold season is 
upon us. 

Flu viruses are spread through the 
air in crowded enclosed spaces or by 
direct contact with someone who has 
the flu. Because the flu virus has a 
short incubauion period of just une to 
three days, all family members appear 
to become ill one right after the other. 
According to Dr. David Nolan, medica! 
director of the Western Michigan 
Associated Health Departments, it is 
fairly easy to determine when your 
family is no longer contagious. The 
last family member who contracts the 
virus needs five to seven days from the 
first day of noticeable symptoms to no 
longer be contagious 10 others. After 
thal time, family and friends can enter 
your home without misgivings. 

As for flu etiquette, the best advice 
is to simply remind your children to 
cover coughs and catch sneezes witha 
tissue, then wash hands thoroughly. 
During or after a bout of the flu. no 
special procedures for disinfection are 
necessary for your house, other than 
just following good personal hygiene 
and ordinary cleanliness. 

One of the biggest concerns during 
the flu season is the person, young or 
old, who gets the flu, recovers, then a 
week or two later becomes ill again. 
Because this could be a sign of a more 
serious secondary infection, people of 
any age who experience this 
complication should consult a 
physician as soon as possible.

Answer: {he Surgeon General's 
report on physical acd vity, released in 
July. contains some unprecedented and 
comprehensive information on the 
benefitsof physical activity The report 
realfirms that regular. moderate 
Physical activity can ainprove 
cardiovascular health and reduce the 
risk for many chronic diseases. Even 
simply burning as few as 1S0 calories 
a day in moderate physical activity 
can reduce the risk of heart disease, 
high blood pressure, cancer and 
diabetes, according to the report. 

Performing moderate physical 
activity does not necessarily require a 
trip to the gym, but instead can simply 
mean doing ordinary activities at a 
brisk pace, Increments as small as ten 
minutes can be used to accumulate 
thirty minutes of exercise per day on 
most days of the week. 

To burn SQ calories a day, the 
report suggests some of the following 
aclivities and durations: 

e washing and waxing a car for 45- 
f0 minules 

* washing windows or floors for 45- 
60 minutes 

* bicycling five miles in 30 minutes 

* playing volleyball for 45 minutes 

* gardening for 30-45 minutes 

* walking one and three-fourths 
miles in 35 minutes 

* shooting baskets for 30 minutes 

* pushing a stroller one and one- 
half mites in 30 minutes 

* raking leaves for 30 minutes 

* playing basketball (a game) for 


15-20 minutes 

* fast dancing for 30 minutes 

* shoveling snow for 15 minutes 

eas well as many other suggested 
acUvities 

As the caamples show, a moderate 
amount of physical activity can be 
achieved ina variety of ways. People 
can simply select achivities that fit in 
with their daily lives. 

The bene fits of performing physical 
activity each day include:

* reducing the risk of dying from 
heart disease 

* reducing the msk of developing 
diabetes, high blood pressure, colon 
cancer

“When clearing yourdriveway, push 
the snow away from the roadway and 
to the sides of the driveway for tts full 
length and the problem of the high 
snow banks blocking a driver's view 
will be eliminated,” added Vice- 
Chairman Bill Gannon.

For a charge to 
be filed, a police officer must witness 
the violation or a citizen must file a 
complaint. 

All property owners and persons 
hired to remove snow are responsible 
for maintaining safe traffic conditions 
and preventing carcless snow-removal 
techniques. 


Property owners piling snow high 
along roadways and shoulders or 
pushing it to the opposite side of the 
street without clearing debris can cause 
hazardous conditions for motorists. 
and The Road Commission For 
Crawtord County warns that itis also 
against the law. 

The Road Commission For 
Craw tord County said state law (PA. 
82 of 1978) prohibits businesses and 
citizens from dumping snow on 
roude ays und shoulders or piling 11 s0 
high at driveway entrances that il 
obstructs the vision of motorists. 

The road commission recommends 
residents keep the shoulder in front of 
their driveways clear for a short 
distunce from the driveway in the 
direction of approaching traffic, 

“That way the view of a motorist 
entering the roadway from adriveway 
is not obstructed,” explained Road 
Commission Chairman Ray Swierez.

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County dilemmas settled 
at Jan. 7 board meeting

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners put an end to acouple 
of issues which had caused a dilemma 
for the board members. 

The commissioners agreed to ac- 
cept the Crawford County Housing 
Commission's recommendation for 
housing specialist and also made an 
appointment for a road commission 
seat which was in question. 

The motion to table the motion fora 
housing specialist appointment was 
removed at the Jan. 7 county board 
meeting. The tabled motion was made 
al the board’s Dec. 18 meeting. That 
motion was to appoint Gerald Balmes 
as the housing specialist. 

The Balmes appointment from the 
housing commission was agreed upon 
by the county commissioners at the 
Jan. 7 meeting. As the ncw Housing 
Rehabilitation Specialist/Inspector, 
Balmes will be the housing 
commission's field man. 

The removing of the tabled motion 
came from a recommendation from 
Commissioner John Hartman. Hart- 
man was one of the commissioners 
sent to book into the housing 
commission's interviewing and rec- 
ommendation process. Commissioner 
Dennis Long was the other board 
member directed to look al the matter. 

The controversy concerning the 
Interviewing process came to light 
when i was learned that only cight 
applicants were given interviews out 
of 10 total applicants 

The situation surrounding a pos- 
sible vacant Road Commission For 
Crawford County seat was put ta rest 
at the board's Jan. 7 meeting. 

Raymond Swiercz. who has been a 
road Commission member, was reap- 
pointed to fill the remaining four years 
of a six-year term, Swierez originally 
way appointed to fill the open seat 
when the elected road commissioner 
died tn March of 1995. 

The term length of Swiercz's ap- 
pointment came into question when 
the policy changed from road com- 
missioners being clected to appointed. 
The county board of commissioners 
changed the method of selection to ap- 
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pointed by a Feb. 20, 1996 resolution, 
The resolution took effect Jan. |, 

After the Attorney General’s office 
decided not to issue an opinion on the 
situation, Crawford County Prosecu- 
tor John Huss provided his opinion at 
the Jan. 7 board meeting. 

Huss told commissioners that 
Swierez’s position should be vacated. 
Swiercz should be reappointed or some 
else should be appointed. 

The board decided to reappoint the 
road commissioner, and his term will 
run until Dec. 31, 2000. 

In other county action, the commis- 
sioners gave their consensus to estab- 
lish a Crawford County newsletter. 
The newsletter will be an in-house 
item which will allow for information 
to be provided to county employees 
and introduce new employces and 
Officials.

River House faces new challenges this year 


River House Shelter and Domestic 
Crisis Services is definitely more than 
just a shelter. 

With the receipt of two new state 
grants, River House is further 
expanding its services for victims and 
their children. Also, due to increased 
requests from the counties, a second 
group for court-ordered batterers has 
started under the auspices of the shel- 
ter’s Alternatives to Abuse Program. 

The first new program, the Court 
Advocacy Project, has allowed River 
House to strengthen its legal advocacy 
efforts by hiring two court advocates 
(Jean Allen and Ann VanDuinen) who 
will «: 0. time in each of the four 
count: . .erved by River House (Jean 
in Crawlord and Roscommon; Ann in 
Ogemaw and Oscoda) to assist victims 
in securing Personal Protection Orders, 
completing Victim Impact Statements, 
supporting counseling and follow-up. 

Under this grant, there are also funds 
set aside (o assist police and prosecu- 
tors in evidence collection and for the 
On-going training of law enforcement 
personne).

Advocacy Project is to protect victims 
and to foster closer collaboration 
between River House and the legal 
and law enforcement agencies. 

The second new program, Sexual 
Assault Prevention Project, will allow 
for the hiring of a full-time sexual 
assault counselor to address these 
issues in the four-county area and will 
include a 24-hour rape crisis-response 
team. 

“This is a very exciting time for us,” 
said River House Director Ferne 
Farber, “but these wonderful oppor- 
tunities are somewhat overshadowed 
by the loss of a $30,000 Emergency 
Shelter Grant (ESG) from Michigan 
State Housing Development and 
Authority.” 

The ESG grant covers a portion of 
salaries, rent or security deposits for 
families and shelter operating costs. 
“We are still awaiting final word on 
how this will finally play out,” Farber 
said. 

Another exciting prospect for 1997 
is locating new space for the shelter 
and its offices.

Some Crawford County officials still 
do not see eye to eye when it comes to 
the issue of salting or sanding the 
Crawford County Courthouse park- 
ing lot. 

A letter was originally sent to the 
Crawford County Board of Commis- 
sioners from the Road Commission 
for Crawford County stating that the 
road commission would no longer salt 
or sand the courthouse parking lot 
hecause it was notin its jurisdiction, 

The commissioners sent a letter to 
the road commission stating that they 
believed it is the road commission's 
responsibility as a public parking lot 
to Salat, 

The county hoard and the road 
commusston did come to a temporary 
compromise, The road commission 
agrees to saltor sand the parking loton 
a temporary basis with the idea that 
the county board find an alternate 
method in the near future. 

The two officials who have spoken 
out concerning the issue are District | 
County Commissioner Dennis Long 
and Road Commission Managing 
Director James Briney. 

“Mr. Long ts correct that tax dollars 
should be used to maintain the court- 
house parking lot. justas tax dollars 
are used to maintain the courthouse 
itselt.” Briney said. “Tax dollars in the 
budgetot the county board. yes. Road 
commission funds. no.” 

Briney pointed out that the law is 
clear in this matter.

One portion of the law review reads, 
“All money returned to the county 
road commissions as provided in this 
subsection shall be expended by the 
county road commissions for the main- 
tenance, improvement, construction, 
reconstruction, acquisition and exten- 
sion of county local road systems ...” 

According to Briney, another item 
involves the forfeiture of funds. The 
law review section reads, "The failure 
of a county road commission ... to 
apply money .., to the purposes pre- 
scribed in this act, shall result in the 


torfetture by the county road commis- 
sion.” 


{tis inconceivable that Long, a law 
enforcement officer, would insist that 
anyone, especially a road commis- 
sioner appointed by the county board, 
should violate the law, Briney said. 

“Having said this, I hasten to add 
thal we are very fortunate in ourcounty 
to have such a small issue in dispute,” 
Brincy said, pointing out that confu- 
sion in this matter could lead to Jarger 
concerns. 

According to Long, the courthouse 
parking lot is just as public as county 
roads and should be maintained in the 
same matter, 

“My position is we need to respect 
and be sensitive to their mission as a 
road commission and they need to be 
sensitive (o us as the county board,” 
long said. 

The road commission is charged 
with maintenance of the county roads, 
Long said. The commission needs to 
he sensilive lo the properties of public 
nature within the county. 

This 1s a public parking fot,” Long 
said about the courthouse lot. “Itis just 
as public as County Road 612.” 

Long said he does not think the 
county board should have to go through 
the process of purchasing a salting 
machine and spreading the saltacouple 
of times, when the road commission 
trucks already swing by the court- 
house parking lot. 

“My opinion is this is their county 
road commission's responsibility,” 
Long said. “Itdon’t think we are being 
unreasonable.”

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Lake Margrethe scores high in recent environmental study

Focus upon the environment, 
especially as it relates to what has 
become known as “Quality of Life’, 
has been increasing for four decades. 
The intensity with which industry and 
the private sector are capturing 
headlines as they launch their various 
headlines goes beyond number, 

When Rachel Carson's Silent Spring 
Piqued both imagination and denial in 
the American public in 1962, pesticide 
companies then were producing record 
quantities of 13 major chemical 
pesticides — 750,000,000 pounds — 
a material increase over all previous 
years’ production. More than 
150,000,000 pounds of herbicides and 
many other millions of pounds of 
rodenticide were also being produced 
and used. Most chemical solvents used 
in the manufacture of pesticide 
formulas are poisonous. 

It was due to the continuing life of 
these and other chemical agents that a 
recent attempt was made to 
environmentally assess Crawford 
County's Lake Margrethe by 
photographing the lake with infrared 
film. This joint experimental 
partnership was comprised of the U.S. 
Coast Guard, SMS James Tenney, base 
audio-visual manager at Selfridge 
Field, John D'Amour, Crawford 
County District Health Department 
regtstered sanitarian, and Peter Bentz, 
environmental specialist for the Wayne 
County Department of Environment 
Wasershed Management. It produced 
some very interesting results. 

The experiment was the brain child 
of Bentz. The former Rasmus Hanson 
Award winner is not only a specialist 
in watet pollution problems, but is 
life-long advocate of clean air and 
water. Bentz has been involved in 
ccology since youth. 

He set up and conducted a similar 
test on Black River and Lake St. Clair, 
but the effort did not produce the 
significant data that the Lake 
Margrethe project produced. 

“We couldn't fly beneath the ceiling 
in Macomb Counly because of the 
population centers,” he explained. "We 
were also shooting through the plastic 
film of the aircraft, and the photos 
were cither useless or badly distorted

because of these limitations.” 

The 2,000-foot ceiling established 
for military aircraft over Lake 
Margrethe is similar, but the Coast 
Guard helicopter carrying Tenny from 
Selfridge Air Force Base was able to 
drop well below this fevel and managed 
(o photograph the lake’s surface with 
infrared film. 

The photographic experiment 
commenced in September of 1996 over 
the Jake. Residents were alerted to 
presence of the low-flying craft, and 
D'Amour explained the challenging 
project to residents and members of 
the Lake Margrethe Property Owners 
Association, both before and after the 
Operation. The object was to 
photograph the entire surface of lake 
Margrethe from every possible 
direction without unduly alarming the 
residents.

Lake Margrethe had been chosen in 
1985 by the Northeast Michigan 
Council of Governments (NEMCOG) 
for an extensive septic leachate 
detector and water qualily survey. Due 
to the high and continwed interest of its 
residential community in the condition 
of the lake, it was a natural choice for 
NEMCOG. Because most of 
Michigan's inland lakes were formed 
approximately 10,000-12,000 years 
ago by glacial cover and retreat, their 
respective water basins have been filled 
with loca! nutrients and sedimentation 
incidental to the area. Each lake has its 
own ccological character and 
personality. 

When the U.S. Coast Guard 
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helicopter skimmed Lake Margrethe 
in the summer, the photographer used 
quite ordinary camera equipment 
loaded with infrared film. The purpose 
was todetermine not only the condition 
and existing parameters of the 
shoreline, but to note variances in water 
depth and to isolate possible sites of 
contamination. 

Comparing current photos with the 
earlier notations of the NEMCOG 
study was expected to show 
deterioration, improvement or 
Maintenance of the status quo in the 
waters of the lake. No recent studies 
afe extant as to how this process might 
be used for future work, but the new 
technique was cxpected to show the 
presence of abnormal nutrient growth, 
water temperature variables, and other 
possible sources of water taint or 
pollution. 

Wading into the vast body of 
information required to understand the 
basic principles of infrared 
photography is hardly necessary in 
order lo anticipate the possible benefits 
of using such a method lo examine an 
inland lake or stream. Infrared 
photography with black-and-white or 
“false-color” film produces a variety 
of revealing and intriguing pictures. 

False color is a term meaning color 
derived by using orange or red filters 
to suppress the major source of light 
from the color spectrum. The process 
is often used to distinguish diseased 
trees — green from brown — in large 
tracts of forest, Bentz said. 

A conclusive or comprehensive 
study of the photographs taken at Lake

course, but D'Amour said that “we 
believe that Lake Margrethe is in 
pristine condition. Pollution of the 
water, according (o the ongoing and 
most recent testing, is insignificant. 
And though there are several areas 
which demand further examination. 
especially some unexplained plumes 
shown on some of the photos, | would 
pronounce it quite healthy.” 

During the past two decades. 
pollution of water resources 
everywhere have been addressed and 
continue to be met head-on by 
numerous agencies, departments. 
environmental task forces and private 
groups. Having such an active.

surveys shows upin lighter tones, while 
brownish, silty water turns the area 
green. The photographs taken by the 
team Jast summer may eventually 
determine areas of floating plants. 
septic tank failure or stress, and will 
_ possibly indicate drainage patterns and 
areas with an overgrown shoreline. 

The Lake Margrethe Property 
Owners Association (LMPOA) has 
been tracking fecal coliform bacterta 
in the lake for years. Larry Frymire. a 
director and member of this watchdog 
group of more than 250 resident 
families, said, “Of the 10 samples |! 
took in October of 1966, only one in 
North Bay was marginal at }O colonies 
per 100 milliliters. The Health 
Department closes beaches when the 
bacterial level reaches 200 colonies 
per !00 milliliters. All of our other 
samples were less than [0." 

Frymire also tests for water clarity. 
Arecord 26-feet was reached late this 
summer by a unique method Frymire 
and others use to measure clarity. It is 
with a device called a Scechi Disk. 
This disk is let down on a measured 
cord, and when the naked eye can no 
longer sight the disk, the measurement 
is taken and recorded. 

Yet another test recently conducted 
by the DNR at LMPOA'’s request was 
to examine the mercury levels in (he 
lake's fish. D’ Amour said that “atmos- 
pheric settling accounts for elevated 
mercury Jevels, but much of what we 
find in Michigan’s inland lakes is from 
airborne sources, not local.” Ten 
walleye pike were used in the test. 

Bob Day, Great Lakes Environ- 
mental Assessment Section ofthe DNR 
said, however, “two-thirds of ail lakes 
monitored in Michigan have fish with 
mercury concentrations excceding .5 
mg/kg. The Michigan Department of 

Community Health has issued a 
statewide advisory agaist cating more 
than one meal per week of several 
different predatory fish — including 
walleye.” 

The highest level found in the Lake 
Margrethe test fish was 1.050 and 
lowest was .260. Ail sample fish were 
walleye and Bentz said that the larger 
fish like pike tend to store mercury in 
their systems. 

“They accumulate the mercury by 
breathing it in through their gills, by 
eating smaller fish which have ingested 
it themselves, and by eating plant life 
which also contains trace amounts,” 


Bentz said. “Mercury is poisonous and 
the body — man or fish — has no 
effective way to get rid of it.” 

Common to all residences around 
the lake are septic tanks and drain 
fields. as this is the only available 
system used for sewage filtration at 
Lake Margrethe. 

Prior to the infrared photographic 
experiment, D' Amour met with local 
residents and passed out fluorescent 
dye packs, The dye, he explained, was 
tv be put into the totlet tank and would 
eventually flush through the septic 
system. Ifa large concentration of dye 
reached the lake, the dye would be 
easily detected in the water and would 
indicate that the septic system is failing 
or has tailed. 

“Nutrients are not filtered through 
the soil like bacteria,” D’ Amour said, 
“and many older septic systems contain 
elevated nutrient counts. With the 
seasonal changes and the water 
temperature and levels rising, all 
organisms — both bacterial and plants 


~~ flourish.” 

There are a wide variety of ways to 
maintain high water quality in lakes 
and streams, but the most important 
may be for the residents living there to 
read labels, Many of the major toxic 
substances are found in nearly every 
home. They are extremely dangerous 
when misused or abused and can easily 
threaten the waterways. Oven cleaners, 
drain cleaners, paint thinner and 
solvents, pesticides and bleach are but 
afew ofthese commonly-used hazards, 

Future monitoring of Lake 
Margrethe will continue and Bentz 
expects to expand upon the infrared 
study already begun. 

“Lt will take time to read the 
photographs. So few studies like this 
exist, that it is particularly interesting 
as to what we might find,” Bentz said. 
“Up to now, chemical testing and dye 
packets were the main ways to test the 
waters. If we can add infrared 
photography to our testing methods, 
who knows what we'll find.”

Snowmobile operators should follow certain laws 


Supplied by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 

A snowmobile is any motor vehicle 
designed primarily for travel on snow 
of ice utilizing sled-type runners or 
skis or an endless belt tread or similar 
means to contact the surface upon 
which it is operated. 


Registration Requirements 

A snowmobile shall not be operated 
in Michigan unless the owner first 
obtains a certificate of registration and 
a registration decal. 

A snowmobile owned by a non- 
resident, before operation in Michi- 
gan, mus! display a valid registration 
from their home state or province. or 
be registered in Michigan. 

The secretary of state registers snow- 
mobiles for a three-year period fora 
fee of $45. The registration cycle 
begins on Oct. Land expires on Sept. 
30 of the third year following registra: 
1100, 

Any time a reigistered snowmobile 
18 Sold to another person, the registra- 
tion must also be transferred. The

DOODLES FROM 
THE TALL TIMBER

Among those who prefer snowshoes 
lo skis there are sometimes heated 
discussions about which style of 
sNowshoe is best. but sunply said. it 
bal dow nto personal preference mont 
of the tine Your heaeht, weight, tor 
what purpose and where you will use 
them are also things to consider. Hf or 
when you purchase a pair of snowshoes 
keep in mind there are literally 
hundreds of separate styles that have 
had their origins from five Basic types. 

cl) The nearly round of round 
bearpaw which has a one-piece frame 
with a round toe and round heel. (2) 
The Athabascan having @ (wo-piece 
trame with a pointed toe and pointed 
heel (3) A variation of the Athabascan 
has a two-piece frame with around: or 
squansh-splieed toe and a pointed heel. 
tb) The Naskapr bas atwo-piece frame 
with around toe and round heel, butin 
an oblong rather than a round shape 
like the bearpaw. (5) There is a last 
widely used snowshoe with a one- 
piece frame wath a round Coe and a 
pointed heel. 

The history of the snowshoe in North 
America is essentially one with 
webbing. In Europe the plank 
snowshoe was preferred, but why, is 
not understood. The most common 
type of snowshoe used in Michigan 
has a one-piece frame with a round toe 
and pointed heel, With the exception 
of the older bearpaw design this is the 
oldest frame type known. This design 
lacks a specific Indian name perhaps 
because it was used so widely that no 
single tribal name was attached to it, 

The Athabascans are given credit 
for developing the upturned toe and 
developing rights and lefts for 
snowshoes to make walking easier. 
The Algonkins of Central Canada 
developed the hexagonal style of 
weaving in common use on most 
snowshoes today, Who came up with 
the use of the toe hole is open to 
debate, but both Indian groups made 
use of the two wooden crossbars. 

When I first started with the 
department in the mid 50s, the 
snowshoe was the only aid to getting 
around during the winter. Snowshoes 
were carefully checked, repaired and 


varnished to protect them from all the 
abuse they were subjected to. At one 
tune the department manufactured its 
own snowshoes atthe Cusino Wildlite 
Station near Shingleton and most feld 
offices in northern Michigan usually 
had several pairs hanging in the shop. 
Long before the snowmobile came 
into use, conservation officers, 
biologists and foresters were supplied 
by this now forgotten department- 
sponsored industry,

The Mio Ranger District is inviting comments on several routine activities proposed for 
the 1997 field season which have historically been found to have no significant impact on 
the human environment. These activities include: 

1.) Small opening maintenance. Fifteen stands totaling 138 acres would be mowed, 
brushed or otherwise cleared to provide habitat for wildlife species which depend on 
open areas for forage and/or other habitat requirements. Stands are located in SE 
Crawlord County, SW Oscoda County, and NE Ogemaw County. 

2.) Creating waterholes. Ten small waterholes would be constructed in various 
locations. Water is an essential resource for wildlite species and is a limiting factor in 
many areas, These waterholes would provide a much-needed water source, especially in 
the summer months. Waterholes would be excavated about 6 feel deep and 20 feet in 
diameter, lined with plastic, backfilled with soil to cover the plastic, and revegetated. 

3.) Wetland drawdown. A small 19-acre man-made wetland located in southeastem 
Oscoda County would be drawn down during the spring and summer to stimulate 
vegetative growth and promote decomposition of organic matter. This new growth would 
provide a food source for waterfow!. 

4.) Horse rides and events, Permits would be issued for organized house rides/events 
on the Michigan Shore to Shore riding trail. Events would occur from May through 
October. 

5.) Motorized trail tour. A permit would be issued to allow the ORV Safety Patro! to 
hold its annual trail tour fundraiser on the established ORV trail system. The event would 
occur in April or May.
